berger, hend of the German armistice
commission, necording to the Dentches
Tages eitung of Berlin, is preparing
a meworandum which, after discussing
the peace terms in all thelr aspects,
advoentes sigoning the treaty.

Parie, June O.—It is understood
here that the Berlin government Is
sending  photographically reproduced
coples of the peace terms to every
United States senator and representna-
tive,

“I nm convinced that our treaty proj-
et violates pone of my principles,”

Presldent Wiison s quoted by the
Matin as having sald when he was
made acqualnted with the German

counter-proposnls to the peace treaty.
“If I beld a contrary opinlon 1 would
not hesitate to confess It and wounld
endenvor to correclt the error, The
treaty as drawn up, however, entirely
conforms with my 14 polnts.”

When the council of four met Pre
mier Orlundo of Italy was absent. This
Ied to the bellef that the Adrintlc ques-
tlon was ognin under consideration.
It Is understood that no further prog-
ress hias been made by the varlous ele-
ments working on the solution of this
problem,

It is probable that the allled and ns-
socinted powers wlll comply with the
German demand to state approximate
Iy the maximum sum which Germany
must pay In reparation under the
peace treaty, nocording to the Matin.
This sum, it states, will be from 200,
000,000,000 to 250.000,000,000 francs.

(The larger sum named, on a gold
valuation would be not far from $50,-
000,000,000,

An answer from Admirgl Kolchak,
hend of the all-Russian government
at Omsk, to the allled proposals has
been recelved by the French foreign
office. It Is understood, In the maln,
to be n satisfactory acceptance of the
proposals, Kolchak's reply, howver,
makes reservations concerning a con-
stituent assembly and also in respect
‘o deallngs with new states formed
from old Russla.

The South Siav delegation here
handed to President Wllson a memo-
rmndum regarding the Flume affair,
according to the Petit Parisien.

workers as they were leaving the
plant.

Pirst reports to the police were that
eleven persons were lnjweed, two of
whom may dle.

Shots were fired by guards stationed
nt the works,

Elghty soldlers under command of
Col, L. W, Howard, county treasurer-
elect, eharged the mob,

Sixteen troopers, armed only with
clubs were followed by three truck-
londs of Infantrymen, with rifles point-
ed at the crowd.

Two troopers were beaten Into un-
consclousness, and a score of former
Overland workers were injured,

Threa shots were fired Into the alr
by the soldlers. The charge followed
the stonlng of three street cars, where
many workers were cut by rocks and
fiying glass.

The soldiers are acting ns specinl
police, having been discharged from
the army.

It was the most serlous trouble since
the Overland opeped last week after
having closed May 8. About 4,000 of
the 18,000 workers are back on the
Job. The others are holding out for a
44-hour week,

Wilkesbarre, Pa, June 7.—Eighty-
five miners were killed and forty-
elght were Injured on Thursday at the
Baltimore No. 2 tunnel of the Dely-
ware & Hudson Coal company, nenr
here.

SENATE PASSES HOUSE RESOLU.
TION BY VOTE OF 58 TO 25,

Propesed Constitutional Amendment
Now Goes to States for Rati-
fication.

Washington, June ©6~—The house
waotnan guffrage resolution was adopt-
ed on Wednesday by the senate and
the proposed constitutional amend-
ment nony goes to the states for ratifs
The vote was 00 for adoption
and 25 ngninst, or two more thun two-

thirds mujority required.

The amendment wns supported by
36 Republicans and 20 Democrats and
oppasad by 17 Democrnts and 8 Re-
publicans, It received two more votes
than wert peeded to make the requls
ite two-thirds,

lows:

“Article 1, Section 1. The right ol
cltizens of the United States to voté
shall not be denled or abridged by the
United States or by any stute on mnee
count of sex,

“Sec. 2. Congress shall have pows
er, by appropriate legislation, to em
foree the provisions of this article.”
